a It was ordered by the court that 


executions be issued against 
First State bank of Dawson by the 


trustee for the amount named, and 


that iwterest shall be collected for 
the future at the rate of seven per 
cent. Atterneys for the defendants 
at once served notice that they 
would take the case to the circuit 
court of appeals. 

The judgment closes another 
chapter in one of the most notabie 
bankruptcy cases which ever cams 
up in south Georgia, the petitioner, 
who is widely known in this sec- 
tion of the state, being accused of 
many forms of conspiracy to avoid 
the payment of accrued debts. 

“Dummies” Are Charged. 

lie has been charged by Trustee 
Harris with using his nepbew, Joha 
M, Bell, his wife and his bank as 
dummies for fake transfers of 
property. One imstance given 
is of a deed made by Mercer in 
Bell’s favor, and dated April 1, 
1911, The deed involved, it is al- 
leged, a purported consideration of 
$16,680, while the lawyers say that 
at that time Bell was practically 
without means and earning a sal- 
ary of only $100. ’ 

There are several other charges 
relative to the nephew’s part in the 
alleged conspiracy. The documents 
also set forth that a deed for $29,- 
¥00 on the building, the Bank of 
Dawson, supposedly made in 199% 
by Mercer in favor of his bank, 
was not recorded until 1914. 

‘he charge is also made that tha 
deposits of the state bank of Daw- 
son have gone from $30,000 to $180,- 
v00 since bankruptcy proceedings 
were instituted.

ADMISSION FREE TODAY. 


Following the most successful 
“week ever enjoyed by the South- 
“eastern fair, the fair grounds 
will be thrown open to the pub- 
‘lic free of charge today. There 
will be no admission at the gates 
and the public is invited by the 

directors of the fair association 
to attend and inspect the ex- 
hibit buildings. Band concerts 
and moving pictures will be of- 
fered as entertainment features. 

The Johnny J. Jones’ shows 
and various concessions will be 
closed, but the usual Lakewood 
attractions will be open during 
the day and at night. 


Rain, which descended in a con- 
stant drizzle on the last day of the 
Southeastern fair, caused the at- 
tendance figures to drop off consid- 
erably yesterday, but without Sat- 
urday’s figures, the fair just closed 
has had the biggest attendance in 
the history of the association, R. M. 
Striplin, secretary, stated last night. 

A total of 180,876 persons had 
paid admission into the grounds 
when the gates closed Friday night, 
Mr. Striplin said, which is approxi- 
mately 15,000 more than have ever 
attended any previous fair. Satur- 
day’s figures, together with today’s 
attendance and the automobile races 
Monday and Tuesday will swell ,the 
total to approximately 250,000, in the 
opinion of Mr. Striplin, provided the 
inclement weather which set in Sat- 
urday morning does not continue. 

The races scheduled for Saturday 
were cangeled, and no stunts were 
pulled off on the race track dur- 
ing the afternoon. Last night, how- 
ever, the free vaudeville stunts and 
the fireworks display were put on, 
as usual, to a comfortably filled 
grandstand. ; 

Johnny J. Jones’ shows in the 
midway held the attention of the 
majority of the crowd and the ef- 
fect of the weather apparently had 
little effect here. But in the ex- 
hibits the lack of attendance was 
notably felt. 

The only original “California red 
bat” in existence was on display 
throughout the day in front of the 
automobile show, in charge of the 
fire company stationed there, in 
charge of Captain W. T. Cody, son 
of the chief of the Atlanta fire 
department. While no accurate ac- 
count was made, it was estimated 
that fully 10,000 people passed up

Saturday was known Officially as 
Labor day at the fair, and while 
many working men attended in force 
with their families, the rain, added 
to the cold atmosphere, kept a large 
number away. To those who at- 
tended, however, a constantly 
changing panorama of exhibits, 
sideshows and riding paraphernalia 
provided amusement as well as edu- 
cational measures. 

Many of the exhibitors, especially 
in the live stock department, began 
moving their displays from the fair 
late Saturday afternoon. The ma- 
jority, however, will keep 
booths open until Tuesday when 
after the auto races, the fair will 
officially come to an end and ev- 
erybody will return to their homes 
to make plans for coming again 
next year. 

Johnny J. Jones, owner of the 
amusement company which has been 
such a great attraction at the fair, 
stated last night that the fair has 
been one of the largest and most 
successful in his experience. “At- 
lanta is the logical point,” he said, 
“for a great annual carnival, which 
will not only attract the people of 
this state, but from the entire 
south. 

“T believe it could be made as 
great an event as the Toronto car- 
nival, which is probably the largest 
event of its kind on this continent. 
The New Orleans Mardi Gras, which 
's such a great an annual attraction 
in the winter, could not compare 
vith the possibilities Atlanta affords 
for an annual gathering of the peo- 
ole of the entire south.” The Jones 
shows will remain through Tues- 
jay.

2. The whole matter of federal aid allot- 
ments in relation to the new stage highway 
law and the policy to be pursued. 

3. The wisdoin of using the state aid re- 
ceived from motor vehicle licenses on a 
00-50 basis with the counties in a manner 
similar to the federal law, providing that 
each county will be given a certificate cov- 
ering any money which it may have spent on 
a state road looking to reimbursement to the 
county, as now provided, or as hereafter muy 
be provided by law.

Real Golf Champion

Women have @& place in golf as 
well as men. The interest in 
royal and ancient pastime is not al! 
centered in the playing of the 
sterner sex It is possible for the 
woman player to get as much real 
enjoyment out of the game as a man 
and as far as the best women play- 
ers are concerned they are not a 
great wavs behind the best men 
plavers. It has been figured out 
that the pro canon give the expert 
woman player nine strokes in a 
round. This was tried in England 
some years ago and the odds seemed 
to be about right, although the 
woman golfer won, In this case 
Miss Cecil Leach was matched 
against H. H. Hilton, the well- 
known English amateur. It was 
later in thts country. when 
W. A. Gavin played 
Jerry Travers and again the woman 
player won. Mrs. Gavin

Hayden Church Wins: 
Bride as Result of Hun) 


Air Raids Over City of 


London.

London, October 18.—(Special.)— 
An air raid romance culminated 
in an international wedding on 
September 13 at the famous old 
church of St. Mary’s, in the Wim- 
bledon section of London, when 
Misa Olive Stokes, the beautiful 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. D. 
Stokes, the former a retired official 
of the Great Western railway, was 
married to Hayden Church, London 
correspondent of The Constitution 
and for twenty years one of the 
foremost American journalists tn 
Great Britain. 
The story of their romance goes 
back to the dark days of the au- 
tumn of 1917. when the war

The result of the solid week of 
raids Was that Mr. Church betook 
himself to Ealing, a suburb west of 
London, in order to resume his 
habit of utilizing his evenings for 
turning out the Short stories and 
magazine articles which have made 
his nameé well known in London lit- 
erary circles. 

Met Bride.

Fol- 
lowing the organization of the lit- 
érary agency, which is now known 
throughout. the world of writers 
as Curtis Brown, Ltd., Mr. Church 
Wags appointed managing editor of 
the Curtis Brown Newspaper Syndi- 
cate, a post which he held for ten 
years, utilizing his spare time in 
the writing of humor for Punch 
and London Opinion, Britain’s lead- 
ing humorouse papers, and of in- 
numerable short stories and ar- 
ticles for the London magazines, 
notably for the Strand, the most 
popular of the London monthiies. 
He is best known throughout 
Great Britain and the United States 
as the man who first made known 
the’strange story of Dr. Minor, an 
American physician, who, while im- 
prisoned for murder in -a British 
lunatic asylum, assisted the late 
Sir James Murray in the prepara- 
tion of the Oxford Dictionary, the 
greatest of English lexicons. 

Mr. Church was born in Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., and at the age of 18 
obeyed the journalistic urge by g0- 
ing to New York to do his writing. 
He went to work for the Equitable 
Life, but used his outside time in 
the turning out of humor for The 
New York Evening Journal and © 
fiction for a wide variety of news- 
papers and magazines. He 
made himself practically a member 
of The New York Press’ staff and 
was finally lured away from insur- 
ance and sent to The Press’ Lon- 
don office to begin his long and 
successful London career.

New York, October 18.—Simul- 
taneously with the prediction two- 
day by Arthur Williams, federal 
food administrator, of a sugar 
famine in New York by next Tues- 
day, unless the longshoremen’s 
strike is settled, the Harriman Nat- 
iono] bank published a paid adver- 
tisement in an evening’ paper as- 
serting that the surplus war ma- 
terial recently sold by the United 
States to France included 22,000,000 
pounds of sugar. | 

“It is abvious,” said the adver- 


tiscment, “that inquiry need go not 
far to discern that the high cost of 
living is in a great measure due to 
the inefficiency of official Wash- 
ington.” 

The advertisement added that 
the war material “‘sold for about 
$400,000,000 and estimated to be 
worth $1,750,000,000, included al- 
most everything in the list essen- 
tial to our present day needs. The 
report of the committee on expendi- 
tures of the war department to be 
made to congress should show pre- 
cisely why so valuable a quantity 
of material was virtually presented 
to france at the expense of the 
American taxpayers.” 

Mr. Williams asserted a continua- 
tion of the strike would result in 
stores having practically no sugar 
by the middle of next week.

Compulsory Training for Na- 


tional Service. 


Some of us who have been work- 
ing with our fellow citizens on for- 
eign soil, and from that distance 
have been looking back toward our 


‘country, studying it with increased 


affection and perhaps also with in- 
creased concern, earnestly hope that 
compe] 
training for national defense in a 
larger way than any nation has yet 
thought of. . We have in mind, of 
course, the total needs of American 
education—the need of more and 
better schools, the need of a large 
revisions in college and university 
curricula, the need of a strong na- 
tional department of education. For 
the moment, however, we have in 
mind ticularly the defects of ed- 
ucati observed in the United 
States army in France, and also 
what the educational program in 
the American E. F. has done to rem- 


_edy those defects; and since we are 
convinced that the time has come for 


all progressive nations to organize 


.for peace as well as for war, con- 


ceiving of national defense as prep- 
aration for peace and war, we would 
address ourselves for the moment 
to the specific problem of national 
training. 

The principles according to which 
we would envisage such national 
training, are five. In the first 
place, the idea of universal service 
should be expanded to include train- 
ing for all other duties of citizen- 
ship beside military, and 
include training of all 
spective citizens, even of 
physically unfit for military serv- 
ice. In the second place, the pres- 
ent temporary cantonments in the 
United States, or equivalent canton- 
ments, should be converted at once 
into permanent training schoois for 
citizenship. In the third place, a 
permanent educational corps should 
be added to the army; this corps 
should be formed of the mest com- 
petent experts in school, in voca- 
tional and in the more elementary 
college subject; from time to time 
competent officers in other branches 
of army service should be assigned 
to this corps. In the fourth place, 
there should be a compulsory train- 
ing period of twelve months with 
the colors, from September 1 to Sep- 
tember 1 or from June 1 to June 1, 
or between any other dates which 
should be found practical—care he- 
ing taken simply to fit this period 
into other educatrunal or vocation- 
al obligations. This training shou. — 
be begun between the ages approx- 
{mately of 18-or 20, perhaps a little 
earlier or a little later, as experl- 
ence might prove advisable. Approx- 
imately one-half of this training 
should be for military sclence and 
for physical delevolnyment, the other 
half for training under military dis- 
cipline in school, in vocational or 
in college subjects. In the fiftn 
place, the citizen in training should 
be free to elect the kind of civil ed- 
ucation he receives, with the excep- 
tion that training in elementry sub- 
jects should be compulsory for il- 
literates and for the foreign-born.

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French Export Literature. 


(From The Yale Review.) 

The literary tradition of France 
is a tradition of liberty, and liberty 
in literature as in politics often dee 
generates into license.- Madame LKo- 
land’s famous mot at the time of 
the revolution: “Liberty, what 
crimes are committed in thy name!” 
can be applied only too easily te 
literature. Under the pretext that 
hypocrisy is a vice and sincerity 
Virtue and that nature and truth 
must be respected, the realists and 
the naturalists have spilled over 
into lamentable excess. Logie, 
which is characteristic of the French 
spirit, carries it further than that of 
other races in the application of a 
formula or the development of a 
system of thought. What is still 
more serious, the formula soon be- 
comes a stereotyped process, a re- 
ceipt for production that enables 
the disciples to outstrip the master 
of imitators to utilize more or les¢ 
easily the same means to attain the 
same success. It has also produced 
an actual divorce between literatur« 
and tife—a literature artificial and 
dehased, to which the home and the 
publie library are strictly closed. 

Unfortunately. it is this literature 
that is expected. The publisher op 
his agent, who treats books as com- 
mon merchantdise, recognizes only 
two classes, those on which he 
makes big profits and those on 
which the profits are less. When 
a book may be easily brought 
out with generous commissions to 
bolster it up, the exporter looks 
upon it with favor. On the other 
hand, when a good book—a master- 
piece, even—is not a commercial 
proposition, it runs the risk of be- 
ing forever unknown beevond 
France, The international .boox 
trade ought to be carried on with 
the greatest care. There are books 
that express only the genius of 
France, that give accurate analysis. 
faithful descriptions: there are oth- 
ers that have no significance: still 
others that are poor and fals, 
When French readers can theme 
selves be deceived in their hbooks—~— 
and it is true that their taste is toe 
often perverted—what ean he ex- 
pected of foreign readers? French 
books, which should be one of the 
means of spreading our civilization. 
have certainly done vs a great deal 
of harm outside of France.

It instructs the board to dis- 
continue shipbuilding so far as is 
consistent with good judgment, and 
requires that the board make no 
further investments in new ships or 
plants and further insists that they 
shall endeavor to withdraw as 


quickly as possible all nivest- 
ments made by them and turn the 
money into the treasury. 

“The shipping board recommends 
private ownership as a fundamental! 
policy for commercial shipping. The 
government should therefore con- 
template retirement from commer- 
cial shipbuilding, ship-owning and 
ship-operating activities at the ear- 
liest possible date which may be 
convenient and practical in order, 
first, to gwive overseas trade the full 
benefit of competitive service, and, 
second, to impart to present and 
prospective steamship operators that 
confidence which they must feel be- 
fore they can be expected to invest 
their money in existing ships and to 
place orders for new ships, without 
which the outlook for the American 
shipbuilding industry will not be 
encouraging.” 

Action 
the regular session of congress is 
highly improbable, but Mr. Greene 
hopes to report the bill and call it 
up for action in the house at the 
earliest opportunity. 

“It is apparent to everybody who 
is familiar with the shipping prob- 
lem,” says Mr. Greene, “that Ameri- 
ca must act quickly if it ever ex- 
pects to compete successfully with 
other powerful maritime nations, 
like Great Britain. If we act in- 
telligently and with co-operation 
there is not the slightest doubt that 
we shall become one of the leading 
shipbuilding nations of the world.’

Mr. Worsham has formed a part- 
nership with James D. Weaver, of 
Dawson, well-known all over Geor- 
gia, for the distribution of the Mon- 
arch tractor, made by General Trac- 
tors, Incorporated, and operating 
three large plants in Wisconsin, New 
Jersey and Canada. Messrs. Wor- 
sham & Weaver, whose headquar- 
ters will be in Atlanta, have charge 
of the distribution of the Monarch 
tractor throughout Georgia and 
Florida. 

The Monarch tractor is befng 
shown at the Southeastern fair, now 
in progress, in three sizes—‘‘Light- 
foot” or 16-9, and the “Neverslip,” 
in two larger sizes, 20-12 and 30-18. 
Several prominent Georgia officials 
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have witnessed its splendid work 
at the fair grounds, in plowing deep 
into red clay, while running over 
gullies and ditches as if they did 
not exist. As is indicated in the 
photograph, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Brown took a turn at driv- 
ing one of the Monarchs and ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with 
irs performance. 

Gimilar demonstrations of the 
Monarch will be made at the fairs 
to be held at Macon, the state fair; 
at Valdosta and at Jacksonville. 

The Monarch, whch is Known as 
the “creeper” or “crawler” type of 
tractor, has been extensively used 
for several years in the middle west, 
on the Pacific coast and in the Mis- 
sissippi delta, where it has given 
most satisfactory results. It is now 
being introduced into the south for 
the first time, and is meeting with 
much favor. Already a number of 
Monarchs have been sold for use in 
this territory, and those who have 
investigated them say there is no 
doubt but that they will give splen- 
did satisfaction. 


American Woman 


Enters Fiume As 
Peasant Vender 


Refused Food in Trieste 

Restaurants Because of 
Her Nationality, She 
Takes Precautions to 
Conceal Identity.

London, October 18.— Without 
stockings, but without cold feet, I ar- 


| rived in Fiume because it was neces- 


sary for me to disguise myself as a 
woman of the peasant class to pass 
five sentry posts. I wore a blue cot- 
ton dress and a gray woolen shaw] 
furnished by the family of an Italian 
naval officer with connections in 
New York city. I left Rome, where 
I had been engaged in the collection 
of material for an article about the 
coming consistory. I went in the 
regular passenger train from Rome 
to Trieste, where I stopped at the 
Hote] Savola. 

In a motor car containing vegeta- 
ble supplies for the Italian army, I 
stopped at a town 20 miles from 
Fiume, where I boarded a freight 
train that took me to d’Annunzio’'s 
sentries. I was carrying provisions 
and so was enabled to supply the sol- 
diers with food as I passed through 
their lines. 

Within a few yards of the city I 
found @ woman alone. The entire 
town, especially around the railroad 
station, seemed to be one mass of sol- 
diers, but I managed to elude them 
and crossed the street to the Hotel 
Wilson, which presented the appear- 
ance of having been the target of in- 
habitants who wished to show their 
dislike for the American failure to 
support Italy. 

I had been refused food at two res- 
taurants in Trieste, so I knew that 
this feeling would be intensified in 


Fiume. I did not dare to go very far 
into the city. If I lost my way, there 
was added danger of my having to 
ask help in English, and thereby 
disclosing my identitfy. So I stayed 
within a short distance of the sta- 
tion, 


Mueh Disorder 


There was a great deal of disorder 


among the people. One fist fight oc- 
curred as I was approaching the Ho- 
tel Europe, between an Italian and 
a Jugo-Slav, ending in the latter’s 
utter defeat. I stopped to listen to 
a discussion carrfted on between a 


group of men congregated just out- 
side the hotel. While I do not un- 
derstand Italian very well, 1 dis- 
cerned that the name Wilson was 
repeatedly mentioned. One man 
gesticulated wildly and drew his 
hand across his neck with a motion 
that did not carry with it esteem for 
our chief executive. 

All the city needed was an array 
of bunting on'the buildings and an 
expression of cheerfulness on the 
faces of the inhabitants to make 
one think it was a holiday. No one 
was working. At Corsa Decak, 
which I passed on my way back to 
the station, there was a small boy 
who was enthusiastically yelling 
what no doubt was “hurrah for 
a’Annunzio, hurrah for Italy.” <A 
passerby took a strong hold of him 
and shaking him roughly muttered 
something which sounded like a 
rebuke. Another passerby grabbed 
the boy out of the intruder’s grasp 
and took up the cry. Soon there 
were twenty people crowded around, 
but these were finally dispersed 
without further trouble. 

Italians Predominate. 


Walking down the Corso, the 
main street of Fiume, I stopped at 
several windows. I saw fruit at 
exactly the same price as in Rome. 
I had nothing but francs in my pos- 
session, so while they would have 
been very acceptable, I did not risk 
using them for fear of drawing at- 
tention to myself. 

Although d’Annunzio was not vis- 
ible, there was a certain conscious- 
ness of his nearness prevailing in 
the air. I felt it myself. That Ital- 
ians predominated in the city was 
evident. One particular thing l 
noticed was a sign reading “Italia 
a Morte.” I judged by appearances 
that some of these shops were run 
by Jugo-Slavs and that they were 
afraid to remove these signs. 

I made my way back to the sta- 
tion after four hours in the city 
without any mishap. A guard stop- 
ped me, but as I looked at him 
rather frightened and kept silent, 
he evidently became of the opinion 
that I was a numbskull and 0not 
worth bothering about. I passed on 
out into the country and started on 
my journey back to Trieste. 

I must not forget to tell what 
beautiful country lies between 
Fiume and Trieste. Huge moun- 
tains of rocks intertwining around 
small towns shut them partlty from 
view of the railway track and from 
what looks like little islands. The 
only town that I got any distinct 
view of, partly before darkness, was 
Pola, where I stopped for a while 
en route back to Trieste, having the 
satisfaction in being the first 
American woman to visit Fiume 
during the regime of 4’Annunzio.

else. The only way in which the 
United States can be of use in as- 
sisting the Armenians towards a 
realization of their national aspira- 
tions is by the acceptance of a 
mandate over ‘all the peoples and 
problems involved in the Armenian 
question, in short, by the acceptance 
of a mandate over all the late Ot- 
toman empire. 

Before the war the bulk of the 
Armenian peasantry inhabited six 
Turkish provinces lying between 
the Russian Caucasus’ and the 
northeast corner of the Mediter- 
ranean. ge 4 nowhere formed a 
majority of the total population of 
the provinces, but in some their 
proportion of the total population 
ran as high as 40 per cent. There 
were, at that time, probably 1,500,- 
000 Armenians in the provinces. 
Estimates of the number killed in 
the calamitous deportations of 1915 
vary. Ambassador Morgenthau's 
estimate is $00,000, dn estimate 
which may be taken as a good deal 
more reliable than most estimates.

Today there are probably three- 
quarters of a million Armenians 
alive and with their own people. 
Half of these have formed a pa- 
thetic Armenian republic in the 
Russian Caucasus aua a hundred 
thousand more have been gathered 
up out of the Syrian desert and are 
being brought up to Aleppo for ul- 
timate repatriation.

Our weakness lies not in our relationship to the other nations, 
but in the division of our own people in groups, who fail to recognize

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Second Quarterly Meeting 
| Of Meriwether Co. Federation 


The second quarterly meeting of 
the Meriwether County Federation 
was held at Greenville on Satur- 
day, October 11, and proved so in- 
teresting and so promotive of en- 
thusiasm for club work that it is 
evident that a county organization 
is a most effective one. Two new 
clubs were welcomed into the fed- 
eration, one from Manchester and 
one from Gay, making a total of 
nine clubs. 

Urusual interest was given to the 
meeting by the presence of Mrs. J. 
E. Hayes, acting state president, 
who gave a clear, concise and stim- 
ulating talk on the various lines 
of club work which the state fed- 
eration considers most important 
just now. She emphasized the fact 
that the county unit is being used 
as the foundation of organized work 
along all lines in the reconstruction 
work to be done under government 
direction, as well as in the new 
hong planned by the state federa- 
tion. 

Mrs. A. M. Hill president of the 
Fourth District Federation, made a 
short talk and explained the plan 
of the Red Cross to assist each 
sounty in getting a county nurse 
by allowing the funds left over in 
the various local branches of the 
Red Cross to be used for this pur- 
90se. The counties themselves will 
nave to provide whatever addi- 
tional funds are necessary. 

Mrs. R. S. Crowder, chairman of 
the committee on medical inspec- 
‘ion in the schools, made a splen- 
"id report. The children in_ the 
reenville and Durand schools have 

en given dental inspection, and 


arrangements are under way for 
their inspection by an eye, ear 
nose and throat specialist. The re- 
sults of the dental inspection show- 
ed great improvement in the con- 
dition of the children in this re- 
gard since the last inspection made 
three years ago. Toothbrush drills 
are also being planned for. 

Plans for extending medical in- 
spection to all the rural schools 
were discussed and resulted in the 
appointment of a county ehair- 
man of education, who shall name 
& sponsor for each school in the 
county, whose duty it shall be to 
see that this work is carried out 
in the school assigned to her. 

It was decided that the county 
federation furnish a “Meriwether 
room” in the new dormitory _ for 
women at the state university, each 
club woman in the county to con- 
tribute 50 cents. As this will 
amount to more than the necessary 
$125, the excess will be kept in the 
treasury for emergency calls. 

A bountiful and appetizing lunch 
was served at 1 o’clock. The box 
lunch system is used at these meet- 
ings. Each member brings a small 
box lunch, the hostessclub receives 
and serves the lunches and provides 
a beverage. Every clubwoman in 
the county is invited, and many 
from localities where there are no 
clubs, in order to encourage the 
formation of clubs in al] the com- 
‘munities in the county.

Amended ‘Coaiiiidinn and By-Laws 
To Be Read Before Convention 


Below are given the amended ccn- 
stitution and by-laws of the Geor- 
‘gia State Federation of Women’s 
clubs, and each club is urged to 
read these aloud before its mem- 
bers: 


The constitution and by-laws, as 
amended, follow: 
Amended Constitution. 


ARTICLE I 
Name, 
This organization shall be called the Geor- 
gia State Federation of Women’s Clubs. 


ARTICLHE II, 
Object. 

Section 1. The object shall be mutual 
counsel and helpfulness and to unite the 
influence and service of women in promot- 
ing educational, civic, social and moral ad- 
vancement in the state. 

Sec. 2. It shall be nou-political and non- 
sectarian. 

Sec. 3. Its motto shall be ‘‘Wisdom, Jus- 
tice and Moderation.”’ 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 

Section 1. Any woman’s club whose de- 
clared object ig in accordance with the work 
of this federation shall be eligible for 
membership therein.

Report. 


A very great proportion of a! 
farm products on the basis of va)- 
ue is used on the farm produc- 
ing them. In past decades when 


food was cheap, land of little value 
and fuel of none whatever, little 
attention was civen to this phase 
of farm life. ‘I'he constant upward 
trend of food, scarcity of fuel and 
the very material value of even a 
very small plot of ground, has 
changed this matter. 

Indeed, the change has been s» 
great since the beginning of 
war that the ordinary person ma, 
consider himself well off if he has 
sufficient food to properly nourish 
his body, buy clotnes for himself 
and children, and occupy a suitable 
Pabitation, to say nothing of edu- 
cating his children. To the farmer 
moving to town for the first time, 
the uncounted expense 1s absolute- 
ly appalling. All these things for- 
merly considered as free as air now 
#at up any ordinary salary, to say 
‘nothing of rent, heat, 
transportation to work. 

Studies by the bureau of farm 
management as wel as those of the 
bureau of crop estimates show that 
the essentials of life contributed by 
the ordinary farm ran anywhere 
from a few hundred doliars to about 
$1,300 per family on the basis of 
1914 prices. An average quoted for 
a typical south Georgia county was 
$526 dollars. Without making any 
allowance for the increase in valu- 
ation, or without putting this pro- 
duce on the basis of retail, rather 
than wholesale cost. which it at 
present represents, this food would 
run to over $150,000,000 per year, an 
amount equal to one-fourth of the 
value of all Georgia crops or about 
one-fifth of all crops, including live 
stock. So little is this vast ag- 
@regate understood that all inves- 
tigators find great difficulty in per- 
suading farmers to report upon this 
Supposedly minor farm item.

Equal Half Cotton Crop. 


If the valuation of foodstuffs for 
live stock be added to the value of 
human food, cotton would constitute 
much less than natf of the total 
valuation. Too strong emphasis 
cannot be put upon this point be- 
cause the criterion of wealth is not 
what the farmer sells, but what he 
saves. Without taking up the va- 
rious items in detail, in order that 
this may be brought out convinc- 
ingly, it may be necessary to cite 
the value of a few principal prod- 
ucts. The butter, eggs and poultry 
consumed on Georgia farms last 
year ran to $25,000,000. 


No one has yet tried to estimate | 


the value of milk used on farms at 
the price of 25 cents per quart. To 
convince any doubting Mi:g:ourian, 
I am going to ask that the skeptical 
reader work this out himself from | 
fhe following data:

Fire Wood. 

Fire wood is used on the average 
farm to the value of $44. The | 
price of fire wod when last esti- | 
mated was $2.50 per cord, with an 
average conumption per farm of 
15% cords. If this had to be pur- 
chased in the city at present prices 
it would cost at least $120. 

One other little item which might 
bring out this same point is the 
sweet potato. The average con- |} 
sumption per person tn certain 
Georgia counties was five and elev- 
en hundredths bushels. On a basis 
of an average family this would be 
25 bushels. While the farm price 
is oniy from 75 cents to $1 per bush- 


#1, the retail price is vyrom twice to. 


five times that amount, or, in other 
words, from $50 to $125 per year 
would be required to buy at retail 
present potatoes used by one farm 
family. 

Similar illustrations 
multiplied indefinitely, but 
above are sufficient to show that 
the home-consumea products are) 
just as important as any crop that 
can be raised. A little table ap- 
pended gives the amount consumea 
per person, determined by a survey 
of 255 southern families. This ta- 
ble is from farmers’ bulletin 1015. 
by E. F. Thompson, office of farm 
Inanagement. 

This and any other data concern- 
ing the farm may we secured from 
the co-operative crop reporting 
service for Georetle, which was es- 
tablished by Commissioner Brown 
to obtain and pubrtsh reliable data 
on Georgia farms, through union 
with the United States bureau 0!

KNOXVILLE STREET CARS. 


STOPPED BY STRIKE 


Knoxville, Tenn. October 18.,—-For 
the first time in years Knoxville 
this morning is without street rail- 
way service, the nearly 250 em- 
ployees of th: iknoxville Street 
Railway and Light company hav- 
ing gone on strike last night when 
they ran the company’s ears into 
the Magnolia avenue barns. The 
strike is a sequel to the refusal of 
the company to grant an increase 
in wages from 36, 38 and 40 
hour to 55, 60 and 65 cents 
hour demanded by the men.

She has, moreover, 
rounded out her African estate and 
her road to Cape Town is now 
clear. Under Britisn rule the Ger- 
man colonies are bound tv march 
rapidly to real prosperity, particu- 
larly German East Africa, which is 
an empire in itself. 

In Asia, too, the great prize is 
British, Mesopotamia and the first 
mortgage on Persia together serve 
as outworks alike for Egypt and 
‘or India. Thus British manufac- 
urers will find new markets, Brit- 
ish shipping new ports. What has 
already been done in Egypt along 
the Nile will be repeated in Meso- 
potamia between the Euphrates and 
the Tigris, 

Two little nations, Belgium and 
Portugal will also profit by the 
new order in the colonial field. Bel- 
Zium’s great Congo colony will now 
be increased by the addition of two 
provinces taken from German hold- 
ings and Belgium will be insured, at 
last, against a German scheme to 
appropriate her African holdings. 
It was Bernhardi who advanced the 
ingenious and truly German theory 
that in acquiring the Congo, Bel- 
gium had sacrificed her neutrality, 
and all through the war, while 
there was a minority of Germans 
opposed to the acquisition of Lel- 
gium, there was no German voice 
raised against seizure of the Bel- 
gian Congo. 

A German Scheme. 

It has been the expectation 

Germany, plainly revealed in 


blackmail she collected from France 
in the Agadir affair, blackmail 
which consisted of 100,000 square 
French Congo, to cre- 
ate a German Mittel Afrika, extend- 
ing from the Atlantic to the Indian 
ocean and including all of the 
French Congo, all of the Belgian 
Congo and such pickings as could 
also be extracted from the Portu- 
guese in Angola and south of Ger- 
man East Africa. 

Like France, Belgium is now re- 
lieved from the imminent threat of 
German despoilation. Germany 
gone as an African neighbor, while 
in Europe her capacity for evil is 
at least abolished for a number of 
years. Moreover, France, Great 
Britain and not impossibly the 
United States will for the. future 
guarantee Belgium against German 
robbery, since neither of the two 
former desire to have Germany as 
an African neighbor again, or can 
consent to see Belgium assailed in 
Europe without going to her aid. 

In the same fashion the Portu- 
guese are freed from the nightmare 
of German robbery. Over and over 
again German writers declared Ger- 
many’s intention to acquire Portu- 
guese colonies. A treaty existed 
between Britain and Germany, con- 
taining Britain’s eonsent to Ger- 
man acquisition of large portions 
of the Portuguese estate, but, as the 
Germans have always charged, the 
condition was that Portugal should 
be a willing participant in the ne- 
gotiation, and Portugal, under Brit- 
ish advice, was never willing.

HEN some one said one day 

to Mark Lemon, the editor 

of Punch, that he didn’t 
think Punch was as good as it 
used to be, Lemon retorted, “It 
never was.” 

It is one of the little tricks of 
the world that it always thinks it 
is-going to the bad.

The sooner 
we kfiow. an actual wish the sooner we can make 
terms with it, the better we can make our No if 
we have fp say it. 

Ignorance or defiance of natural human wishes 
breeds contention, revolution, wars and hate. Who 
was it (perhaps Charles Lamb) who, when asked 
of a certain man, “Don’t you hate him?” said, 
“Hate him? No—why I know him.” Is it pos- 
sible to hate a man you really know? Thackeray 
Says in his preface to “Pendennis” (I think) that 
he intended to have a villain in the story, but as 
he had never known a villain he was afraid he 
coulcn’t write one!

What Is YOUR Great Desire? 


yo a man’s great desire might be to under- 

stand his fellow-men. Such a man, if he ever 
did understand all of them, might be of great use 
in the world. He could make the best guess as to 
what it is the world wants. 

Such a man might be able to X-ray you and 
to say what it is you want above all, not what 
you are glib to say you want, what you make be- 
lieve to want, but what you really want, your 
honest-to-goodness great desire—whether it is 
Money, or Fame, or Liberty, or Love—or some 
funny, easy thing that no one wants but you and 
that no one is keeping from you! Whether it is 
a great wish fixed at the horizon or only a little 
wish in the foreground. 

People who know what they really wish for 
are likely to know how to be patient. Having an 
imagination for other people’s desires is the 
greater gift, perhaps the very greatest gift, for 
that gift might help reduce revolutions to a 
memory and make brotherhood a working fact. 

Understanding other people’s desires is not 
only good-art. It is not only basic to good busi- 
ness. It is basic to good humanity. We hear 
loud cries for men with “vision.” The man who 
comes nearest to having true vision is the man 
with the deepest, truest: realization of other 
men’s desires. 

Desire is a flame. Sometimes a little one- 
candle-power flame. Sometimes a blast furnace 
flame. Apprehension of desires is a searchlight, 
illuminating the pathway of a groping world.

Critics view the new school with 
unfriendly eves because it causes 
them to revolutionize their carefully 
worked out theories which thc, con- 
sidered impervious to. time and 
change; editors and theatrical pro- 
ducers regard it dubiously because it 
treats the sacred public with a 
high hand, saying: “I have given you 
the best that in me. If you don't 
like it, you know where you can go. 
There will be some of you who will 
want to hear me out, and those are 
the ones I am speaking to, for they 
are Real People.” 

“Vith words to this effect, Cosmo 
Hamilton represents the attitude of 
the newest artists toward their pub- 
lic. 

A new and truer conception of the 
American public has arisen, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hamilton. It is not the 
hydra-headed monster of popular 
tradition, not a bigoted, stiff-necked, 
puritanical creature, nor yet a sen- 
sation-loving, scandal-monging ogre 
gloating upon the salacious in books 
and plays. 

It is a jolly, kindly, broad-minded 
public, that wants to be entertained 
in a wholesome, normal way. It goes 
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my,” is what Mr. Hamilton calls the 
public which passes on his plays and 
those of his contemporaries. And he 
pronounces it with a richly inimi- 
table British accent. 

“Who gives a tuppence for what 
the paid critics thinks, or the maga- 
zine editor who sits with his back to 
a window where humanity flows up 
and down, his eyes hidden behind 
their tortoise-shell rimmed lenses 
facing the three walls of his office 
and prates of what the public wants 
and what will offend its tender sen- 
sibilities. 

“The public erected ‘by the ex- 
perts is a distorted thing conjured 
from their own imaginations, a false 
idol built up in years of blindness 
to be conciliated with carefully elap- 
orated ideals believed to represent 
them,” but in reality utter rot. 

The war, which cleared the world 
of false ideals, blazed the trail for 
new standards in every field of life. 
It brought about a clearer sex con- 
sciousness, for one thing, and gave 
rise to the frank admittal that a so- 
called sex problem book or play was 
uot a taboo, or something to be sur- 
reptitiously indulged in, but an in 
strument of instruction, a presenta- 
tion of reality and reality’s reactions. 

The French standards 
morality were accepted long 
ago; the elasticity of British moral- 
ity under the influence of the 
‘used some amazement. But the 
America . who several years ago 
shrank back, horrified, from Brieux’s 
powerful “Damaged xoods,” has 
come to accept the new order, be- 
cause it has learned to think sen- 
sibly and sanely. It has discarded 
false modesty and recognize the re- 
lations of men and women as every 
whit as vital as the League of Na- 
tions or the next presidental election. 

Take, for example, the notorious 
so-called “bedroom farce” prevalent 
among the theatrical successes of the 
past two years. The first of its type 
presented open bids for sensational 
faver, The scene itself, the  inti- 
macy of a sleeping apartment, the 
over-emphasis of alluring trappings 
and diaphanous lingerie were frank 
panderings to a licentious taste. 

Under the new regime, only 
shell of the bedroom farce is 
The scene is there, to be sure; 
slumber couch, with its satin and 
lace draperies; the heroine in the 
most modish night attire, warranted 
never to be slept in. 

But the scene is there for a pur- 
pose. Not to rouse cheap sensation- 
alism, but to form the setting for 
certain lines necessary to the pur- 
pose of the play, which cannot be 
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Blindness of Virtue,’ or my _ latest 
play, ‘The Exchange of Wives,’ a 
‘bedroom farce,” implores Mr. Ham- 
ilton. “They are not: because I 
wouldn't write one. I abominate the 
bedroom farce that is written with 
one eye on the box office. There is 
no art in a so-called bedroom farce, 
only a good business sense. 

“The writer today who is a real 
writer, gives the best that is in him. 
He reproduces life as he sees it, in 
accordance with his reactions to it. 
And he is accused of being ‘raw.’ 

“Of course, he’s raw! Real life is 
always raw—in spots. Under the 
stress ef emotion, a man says things 
that he perhaps would not care to 
have repeated, but they are natural

“And the public accepts them in 
the spirit in which they are given.

Nothing is written today but is ‘sex 
stuff.’
